Due  to  present  conditions,  many  borrowers  have  been  obliged 
to  give  up  the  use  of  the  library,  while  others  are  able  to  visit 
it  but  once  in  two  weeks,  thus  greatly  lowering  the  circulation.

In  April,  Mr.  HerUhy 
resigned  from  the  board  as  he  was  leaving  to  enter  the  Air 
Corps  of  the  United  States.  The  second  week  in  July  Mr. 
Lester  Staples  was  appointed  to  fill  his  place  for  the  rest  of  the 
year.  In  late  July  Mr.  Blanchard  resigned  as  a  member  of 
the  board  to  become  an  air  instructor  in  California.  No  one 
has  been  appointed  to  fill  his  place. 

The  ventilating  system  was  put  in  during  the  summer,  ac- 
cording to  your  vote  at  district  meeting  and  seems  to  be  work- 
ing very  well. 

When  the  boiler  was  inspected  in  July  it  was  found  to  be 
leaking  badly  in  all  the  pipes  on  one  side.  Your  school  board, 
with  the  advice  of  the  boiler  makers  and  some  of  the  town 
officials,  decided  it  was  the  better  economy  to  buy  a  new  one 
instead  of  having  this  one  repaired  and  then  later  have  the  other 
side  go  and  be  unable  to  buy  one  at  all.  The  old  one  was 
added  to  the  scrap  the  children  were  able  to  collect  for  our 
government.  The  new  one  is  working  splendidly  and  we 
think  will  not  take  as  much  fuel  notwithstanding  we  are  having 
a  very  cold  winter. 

Our  home  economics  teacher,  Mrs.  Burt,  and  second  grade 
teacher.  Miss  Grierson,  left  us  when  school  closed  in  June. 
These  teachers  were  replaced  by  Miss  Campbell,  a  graduate 
of  Keene  Teachers  College  and  Miss  Edna  Dearborn,  a  gradu- 
ate of  Gorham  Maine  Teachers  College.  The  first  of  August, 
Miss  Dickey,  fifth  grade  teacher,  resigned  because  of  illness 
and  her  place  was  filled  by  Miss  Stanley,  also  a  graduate  of 
Gorham  Teachers  College. 

About  a  week  before  school  began  Mr.  Gray  resigned  to 
accept  a  position  in  Durham.  It  was  the  unanimous  opinion 
of  Mr.  Gillmore  and  the  board  that  the  position  should  be 
offered  to  Mrs.  Seavey.     After  thinking  it  over  she  accepted 
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for  one  year.  This  necessitated  having  a  new  eighth  grade 
teacher  who  could  teach  manual  training.  Mrs.  Norman 
Leavitt  substituted  for  about  eight  weeks.  Since  then  she  has 
come  one  day  a  week  to  teach  manual  training  and  we  have 
had  two  eighth  grade  teachers.  Mrs.  Walter  Smith,  of  Camp 
Langdon,  left  at  Christmas  because  of  ill  health.  We  now 
have  Mrs.  Hanson  of  Gorham  Teachers  College. 

Our  music  teacher  left  in  September  to  accept  a  better  posi- 
tion in  Connecticut.  We  finally  have  secured  Mrs.  Geneva 
Southwick  of  Hampton  and  Ohio.  She  seems  to  be  doing  a 
very  good  job.  Our  janitor  resigned  July  1  and  we  secured 
Mr.  Raynes  to  fill  the  place.  On  January  15,  our  school  nurse 
left  and  Mrs.  Lindsay,  who  was  our  nurse  several  years  ago, 
has  taken  over  for  the  duration. 

We  are  sorry  the  building  is  so  crowded  that  we  cannot  share 
our  warm  auditorium  with  the  various  organizations  in  town. 
Since  you  decided  not  to  build  the  addition  we  have  had  to 
put  the  manual  training  tables  on  one  side  of  the  auditorium 
and  one  end  is  used  to  store  supplies. 

We  thank  the  E.  O.  T.  C.  lor  the  $10.00  for  books  for  the 
school  library  and  the  P.  T.  A.  for  a  typewriter  to  go  with  our 
mimeograph  machine.

Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Board  of  Rye: 

I  herewith  present  to  you  my  thirteenth  annual  report  as 
superintendent  of  your  schools.  Included  will  be  the  statistical 
report  of  the  last  completed  school  year  as  sent  to  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  together  with  the  September  enrollment 
by  grades  for  1942,  the  attendance  Roll  of  Honor  for  last  year 
and  the  list  of  Rye  pupils  who  attended  secondary  school  at 
any  time  during  the  first  semester  of  the  current  year.  This 
latter  list  is  based  upon  reports  sent  by  che  headmasters  of  the 
respective  schools.  The  nurse's  report  and  the  doctor's  report 
are  also  submitted. 

The  Rye  school  began  the  current  year  on  September  9  with 
an  enrollment  of  209  pupils.  This  is  the  largest  September 
registration  of  the  school,  being  two  more  than  last  year. 

This  year  we  have  been  confronted  with  several  difficult 
problems  which  have  required  time  to  solve.  These  were  the 
results  of  conditions  arising  from  the  war,  and  of  a  crowded 
school  building.  Due  to  the  former  we  have  been  compelled 
to  employ  three  different  teachers  of  social  science,  and  two 
different  music  teachers.  We  much  appreciate  the  help  of 
Mrs.  Norman  Leavitt,  who,  at  inconvenience  to  herself,  is  help- 
ing the  school  solve  its  difficulties  by  teaching  social  science 
for  a  time  and  now  by  directing  the  boys  in  Manual  Training. 
To  continue  this  work  it  was  necessary  to  move  the  benches 
into  the  auditorium.  While  this  is  far  from  an  ideal  solution, 
we  feel  that  the  instruction  in  woodworking  is  too  valuable  to 
be  discarded. 

Our  thanks  is  also  due  Mrs.  Howard  Hobbs,  who  carried  on 
the  music  instruction  until  a  certified  teacher  could  be  obtained. 

We  now  have  a  staff  of  teachers  qualified  in  every  way  to 
continue  the  high  standard  of  work  Rye  has  been  accustomed 
to  receiving. 

Arthur  N.  Gray,  our  former  principal,  resigned  in  August 
to  accept  the  principalship  of  the  Durham  school.     The  school 
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board  and  the  superintendent  felt  that  Mrs.  Hazelle  Seavey, 
who  has  taught  in  our  school  so  successfully,  should  be  urged 
to  assume  the  principalship.  Although,  of  necessity,  she  had 
only  a  few  days  to  prepare  for  the  multiple  duties  of  the  position, 
she  accepted.  I  believe  it  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  parents, 
school  officials  and  fellow  teachers  that  the  choice  was  the  right 
one  to  make. 

The  work  of  the  three  lower  years  is  primarily  that  of  teach- 
ing reading,  together  with  a  knowledge  of  the  fundamental 
processes  of  arithmetic.  The  three  teachers  responsible  for 
these  grades  are  Mrs.  Barbara  Walker,  Miss  Edna  Dearborn 
and  Miss  Elsie  Sears.  Mrs.  Walker  and  Miss  Sears  proved 
conclusively  last  year  that  they  understand  children  and  the 
best  methods  of  guiding  them.  We  are  pleased  that  she  re- 
turned to  Rye.  Miss  Dearborn  is  an  experienced  teacher 
coming  to  us  trained  for  this  work.  She  is  a  thorough  teacher. 
She  demands  and  secures  good  results  from  her  pupils. 

The  three  middle  grade  teachers.  Miss  Lucille  Sterling,  Miss 
Shirley  Stanley  and  Miss  Lina  Edwards,  teach  the  children  to 
become  independent  readers,  instruct  them  in  the  practical 
applications  of  the  arithmetic  processes  learned  in  the  lower 
grades,  give  them  an  understanding  of  the  history  of  their  own 
country,  and  open  to  them  a  wider  view  of  the  entire  world 
through  the  study  of  geography  and  other  social  sciences.  Miss 
Stanley  comes  to  us  from  Maine.  She  is  a  graduate  of  the  Gor- 
ham  Normal  School.  She  has  the  friendship  and  respect  of 
her  pupils.  Grade  five  will  be  a  successful  grade  under  her 
guidance. 

Miss  Sterling  and  Miss  Edwards  have  been  with  us  a  number 
of  years.  There  are  no  doubts  concerning  the  good  quality 
of  their  work.     It  has  been  tested  and  found  true. 

The  Junior  High  grades  are  taught  by  Mrs.  Seavey,  Mrs. 
Betty  Hanson,  Miss  Campbell  and  Miss  Edwards.  Mrs.  Han- 
son is  a  graduate  of  Gorham  Normal  School,  trained  in  the 
social  science  field.  We  were  fortunate  that  she  decided  to 
come  to  Rye.  Miss  Campbell,  a  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers 
College,  is  in  charge  of  the  home  economics  work.     She  under- 
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stands  the  work  of  the  course.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that 
several  boys  are  taking  the  course  in  cooking.  The  English 
and  allied  subjects  are  in  charge  of  the  principal.  Aside  from 
the  results  of  tests  the  reports  from  our  children  who  enter  high 
school  proves  the  superior  quality  of  this  development. 

Of  necessity,  the  war  will  bring  changes  to  our  schools. 
There  will  be  changes,  not  so  much  of  subject  matter  as  of 
emphasis.  There  is  a  definite  need  that  more  time  be  devoted 
to  geography  of  the  entire  world.  New  maps  are  now  availa- 
ble which  show  the  northern  hemisphere.  By  use  of  this,  the 
future  interrelations  of  the  different  parts  of  the  world  are  more 
clearly  seen.  The  air  routes,  trade  channels  of  the  future,  can 
be  definitely  traced.  Our  pupils  will  be  better  world  citizens 
because  of  this  map  and  its  study. 

The  army  tells  us  that  a  definite  program  for  physical  fitness 
must  be  an  important  part  of  our  activities.  Although  this 
work  must  be  done  mainly  in  the  secondary  schools,  the  ele- 
mentary grades  must  do  their  part.  Care  must  be  taken  that 
our  pupils  have  suitable  physical  exercise,  that  they  understand 
the  fundamental  rules  of  health  and  that  they  guard  their  own 
welfare  by  exercise,  rest  and  food,  each  in  the  right  proportion. 
It  is  one  duty  of  the  schools  to  see  that  this  is  understood  by 
the  pupils.  This  will  not  be  a  group  program,  but  must  be 
based  upon  the  need  of  each  individual.  Some  pupils  will 
need  much  exercise,  some  will  need  little.  Sometimes  more 
rest  and  sleep  is  required.  Sometimes  a  better  balanced  diet. 
The  individual  must  be  the  key-note  of  this  program. 

As  part  of  our  obligation  to  guard  the  health  of  our  children, 
"penny  milk"  is  now  available  to  all  the  pupils  of  the  school. 
By  arrangement  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Administra- 
tion, the  milk  dealer  is  paid  the  producer  price  for  his  milk  by 
the  national  government.  This  makes  it  possible  for  the  dealer 
to  sell  milk  to  the  pupil  for  one  cent  per  half  pint.  Pupils  are 
not  limited  to  one-half  pint  each.  The  eagerness  with  which 
the  milk  is  bought  proves  its  worth. 

The  schools  are  willingly  fulfilling  their  part  in  waging  a 
successful  war.     The  teachers  and  pupils  are  buying  war  bonds 
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and  stamps — regularly.  Three  national  registrations,  those  of 
sugar,  gasoline  and  oil,  have  been  entrusted  to  the  teachers  of 
the  nation.  It  seems  probable  that  War  Ration  Book  No.  2 
will  also  be  distributed  by  the  schools.  The  children  in  both 
elementary  and  high  schools  have  worked  long  and  diligently 
in  the  gigantic  task  of  collecting  the  metal  and  rubber  so 
badly  needed  by  our  armed  forces. 

The  Rye  School  has  a  certified  record  of  19,440  pounds  col- 
lected in  its  scrap  drive  of  three  weeks'  duration.  It  may  be 
of  interest  to  note  that  the  pupils  in  the  seven  towns  of  this 
supervisory  union  gathered  a  total  of  155,965  pounds.  This  is 
the  material  measure  of  our  endeavors  up  to  the  present  time. 
The  schools  stand  ready  to  do  that  which  may  be  further  asked 
of  them. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Hay,  who  has  served  Rye  as  school  nurse 
since  September  1937,  has  volunteered  for  army  duty  and 
now  holds  the  rating  of  lieutenant  in  the  armed  forces.  She 
has  been  granted  a  leave  of  absence  by  the  school  board.  Her 
report  is  included.  It  gives,  in  figures,  the  result  of  her  work, 
but  it'  cannot  reflect  the  faithful  care  and  watchfulness  she 
has  always  exerted  over  our  children.  We  extend  to  her  our 
thanks  for  valuable  service  rendered  and  our  best  wishes  for 
many  opportunities  to  serve  our  country.  To  carry  on  her 
work  for  the  duration  of  the  war,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Lindsey  has 
been  appointed.  She  is  the  school  nurse  in  Seabrook  and  Hamp- 
ton Falls.  We  feel  that  her  work  will  be  in  every  way  satis- 
factory to  the  people  of  the  district. 

The  Rye  Parent-Teacher  Association  has  continued  its  work 
in  behalf  of  the  children  of  the  district.  We  appreciate  their 
co-operation  and  the  valuable  results  they  have  obtained.  The 
program  last  year  was  much  worthwhile  since  it  considered 
the  actual  teaching  methods  and  objectives  of  the  various  grades 
and  subjects.     A  strong  P.  T.  A.  is  an  asset  to  any  school. 
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You,  as  a  board,  have  always  governed  your  decisions  by 
the  welfare  of  the  children.  You  have  always  been  helpful  to 
me  as  superintendent  of  your  schools.
